D. C. Lyle, Jr., Badly Injured 
When Drivers of Wrecked

D. Cc. Lyle, Jr., of College Park, 
is at his home in a critical condi- 
tion with a knife wound in his: 
neck, and John Humphries, aged 25, 
an ex-soldier undergoing vocational 
training at the Georgia School of 
Technology, is in the Fulton coun- 
ty tower charged with operating 
an automobile while intoxicated and 
with assault with intent to murder. 

J. D. Winkles, town marshal of 
College Park, and others witnessing , 
the incident, stated that Humphries 
was driving an automobile on Mer- 
cer avenue, College Park, Monday 
night. In the car with him, it was 
said, were Mrs. Allison and Miss 
Willie Ponder, of Hapeville, and two 
small] children. In front of the Lyle 
residence Humphries’ car collided 
with an automobile driven by V. 
P. Pace, a representative of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance com- 
pany of Atlanta. 

The crash resulted in both cars 
being damaged and the occupants 
alighted, badly shaken up. The 
two small children, however, had 
been tossed from the car into the 
street. 

Pace and Humphries, it was 
stated, advanced upon each other, 
and a heated argument ensued. D. 
Cc. Lyle, Sr., prominent College Park 
citizen, and his son, D. C. Lyle, Jr., 
attracted by the crash, hurried from 
their residence to the scene. * AS 
they approached, seeing that a fight 
was eminent, Llye, Jr., attempted 
to act as peacemaker. 


After Pace and Humphries had 
come to blows, however, Lyle reach- 
ed down to pick up oneof the chil- 
dren, and Humphries, infuriated at 
his interference, plunged a knife 
into his neck, just beneath his ear, 
according to witnesses.

ATTACK MAY CAUSE 
REAL ACTS OF WAR 


Korfanty’s Forces Burn 
and Terrorize—Situation 
Held Grave—Allied Del- 
egation to Seek Peace. 


London, May 23.—Protestation by 
high officiale that the four batta’- 
ions of British troops ordered to 
Upper Silesia by the British gov- 
ernment are merely replacements 
cannot cloak the seriousness of the 
situation and the real significance 
of this movement. 

While it is given out that these 
forces may not expect to use any 
action, and that their purpose is 
merely to constitute a moral in- 
fluence on Korfanty’s irregulars, it 
goes without saying that they will 
be received by Germany and viewed 
by France as allies of the Germans 
against Poland. 

There will be no action, certainly, 
unless:..the Polish stage an attack 
but suck an attack may bring about 
something approaching real war- 
4 fare. 

Conditions Grow Worse.

|DELEGATIONS SENT 


TO MAKE PEACE. 

Paris, May 23.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The allied high commission 
in Upper Silesia has sent delegations 
to intervene with both the Germahs 
and the Poles and endeavor to ob- 
tain the cessation of all military op- 
erations in that territory, according 
to French official dispatches today. 

Each of the delegations is com- 
posed of representatives of France, 
Great Britain and Italy. 

Paris, May 25.—France has sent 
Germany an ultimatum demanding 
that she give her reply within 24 
hours to the French note which 
gave warning that the sending of 
German troops gr munitions into 
Upper Silesia-would be considefed 
a warlike act. 

The Premier sent for German Am- 
bassador Mayer Monday’ evening 
and informed him that France was 
surprised not to have” received ere 
then a reply to the note. He urged 
that Mayer.telegraph immediately 


|to Berlin, pointing out to his gov- 


ernment the serious consequences 
of failing to close the frontier. 

Briand “requested” a reply with- 
ing 24 hours. 

Premier Briand must make good 
or back down on his threat to ad- 
vance into the Ruhr in the event 
of a “warlike” act by Germany in 
Upper Silesia if reports are con- 
firmed that German troops have at- 
tacked the poles in the disputed ter- 
ritory. The only apparent way out 
of a tense situation is to have those 
German troops identified as Navives 
of Upper Silesia. Just now they 
are identified 4s Prussians, Bavari- 
ans and Wurtemburgers, well or- 
ganized and operating with the 
connivance of the German govern- 
ment. 

Premier Briand received the Ger- 
man ambassador, Dr. Mayer tonight 
and deferred with him on the SBi- 
lesian situation. It is understood 
that he requested the ambassador 
to ask the Germah government: to 
end definitely all attempts at ag- 
gression in Silesia if Germany did 
not want to expose itself to repris- 
als by the allies. 

A similar request was made to 
Dr. Sthamer, the German _ambassa- 
dor at London.

Washington, May 23.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—It became 
known today that railroad execu- 
tives have tentatively agreed to 
follow the wage reductions, ordered 
by the labor board, with rate re- 
ductions to take care of commodi- 
ties which eannot pay the presené¢ 
leyel on an economic marketing ba- 
sis. 

The conviction that the railroad 
situation has “passed throdugh its 
darkest hour and has now definitely 
turned for the better” is also ex- 
pressed in statements filed with the 
committee on Interstate commerce 
of the senate by prominent members 
of the association of railway ex- 
ecutives. 

The association, in an announce- 
ment, refers to the statements as 
“setting forth the belief of these 
executives that the railroad prob- 
lems will be worked out satisfacto

Message of Cheer. 

The attitude taken by the rail- 
road’s executives came as a com- 
forting message to those who had 
heard gloomy reports to the effect 
that there. was serious danger of 
many of the carriers going into 
the hands of receivers.

Argument by Black. 
_Attorney Black took up the evi-

“It must not be again,” was his 
solemn declaration earlier in the 
day, when he attended a memorial

The same theme—spoken before 
the living and before the dead— 
brought tearsto his eyes and to the 
eyes of those who had followed him 
through a day’s program crowded 
with events. At a luncheon of the 
Academy of Political Science, and 
at a dinner celebrating the one 
hundred and twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of The New York Commercial, 


His 
audiences listened. to his every 
word attentively, earnestly, but it 
was at the military functions that 
he stirred their emotions. 

Rear ef Guns. 

And varied must have been the 
emotiong of the president, himself. 
First, a thrill at the roar of heavy 
guns, as the presidential yacht May- 
flower steamed into New York har- 
bor, and came to her anchorage 
amid the salutes of a hundred -war- 
craft swinging on their lines in the 
Hudson.

luncheon Judge Hines made his 
chief argument in defense of.Chief 
of Detectives Lamar Poole, in which 
he indirectly defended other mem- 
bers of the police department, in- 


cluding former Police Commissioner 
Aldine Chambers. . , 
' Judge Hines compared the record 


of Chief Poole with records of his 


predecessors in office, and asserted 
the present chief had been more 
active in arresting violators of the 
prohibition laws and gambling laws 
than had the men who had formerly 
served as head of the detective de- 
partment. 

Discussing violations of the prohi- 
bition laws, Judge Hines declared 
the charges against the Atlanta fpo- 
lice department had “slandered” At- 
lanta’s good name, and it would re- 
quire years to counteract the evil 
effects of such statements and 
charges. He compared Atlanta with 
Savannah and other cities in the 
matter of prohibition law violations 
and said Atlanta was far ahead of 
other cities in the manner in which 
the city detective department and 
police department had waged a 
fight against law breakers. 


Humor Is Injected. 


Judge Hines injected some humor 
into his speech and made several 
thrusts at he solicitor-general’s of- 
fice in this connection. Discussing 
the enforcement of prohibiton, he 
declared Atlanta could not  0bDe 
“closed up’’ until all the wealthy 
and well-to-do people get behind the 
police department and back it’ up. 

“Tf I were Chief Poole I would 
raid the Capital City club, the Pied- 
mont Driving club and other clubs 
just the same as I would raid any- 
where else, if I believed the law 
was being violated there.’’ 

Attorney Allen was the last 
speaker of the day. He defended 
Detective Payne, said the evidence 
against his client was that of boot- 
leggers and crooks, and declared 
the sole issue before the committee 
was whether or rot it believed in 
the innocence of the officer. 

Judge Yiines Speaks. 

Judge J. K. Hines was the first 
speaker for the police department, 

“Mr. Black,” he said, “made his 
usual brilliant and able address, but 
I think he signally failed to make 
a case against the policemen. 

“There has been a peculiar coali- 
tion in this case. We find the best 
citizens in Atlanta unwittingly but 
nevertheless firmly united with the 
worst criminals of the city to break 
down the power of the police. , 


“There is another peculiar thing 
about this case and that is for the

first time in the history of English 
jurisprudence that a public prosé- 
cutor has undertaken to become a 
and arraign in public ha- 
ragne men he expects to prosecute:

“For the first time the solicitor- 
general has started to clean up a 
situation and has gone to the house 
tops to give warning to the men 
he is after.

High Points in E.R. Black’s Speech 


Either through connfvance; incompetency, or repeated coinci- 
dence -the police of Atlanta have permitted a condition to exist 
here that is a.disgrace to Atlanta. 

That condition must be remedied. If it igs to be remedied by 
abolishing the police board, abolish it. If the chief of police isn’t 
big enough for the job—get another chief of. police; but whatever 
you do, see that the chief of police is vested with supreme au- 
thority in his department. 

John Boykin saw this condition and he had to yell it from 
the housctops to arouse Atlanta to the danger which has threat- 
ened it. In all this six weeks of testimony, there hasn’t been one 
bit of evidence adduced to show that Mr. Boykin has acted for any 
motive other than the good of Atlanta. 

_ The police made a mistake when they singled out Joe Ewing 
as the object of their attack. Ewing may not be the greatest law- 
yer in the world, but he is the greatest evidence man. Give him the 
first letter of a man’s name and he will be back at night with his 
family tree. ° 

Lack of co-operation and co-ordination in the police depart- 
ment has been little short of criminal. It is an admission of guilt 
of the charge of inefficiency for the police to put in a plea in avoid- 
ance that they are underpaid, not trained, and recruited from a 
class unable to cope with skillful crooks. 
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ter, the solicitor-general invited ev- 
ery crook and bootlegger in the 
country to come forward and break 
down the character of this man 
whose shoes he is not worthy to 
lace,” Judge Hines asserted. 

Referring to the interview in The 

Constitution, Judge Hines said the 
solicitor-general had not charged 
Chief Poole with incompetence, but 
with corruption. Yet when he was 
invited to take the witness stand to 
prove his charges, Judge Hines 
charged the solicitor-general de- 
clined. 
“He tried to hide behind the jurie- 
diction of the committee on thé 
ground the committee had nothing 
to do with him,” the defense attor- 
ney declared. 

In discussing the Mills case, Judge 
Hines declared that the detectives 
had done everything possible, but 
that after the unsatisfactory ver- 
dict had been returned and Boykin 
was appealed to, he had laid down 
on the job. 

“He didn’t turn his hand to help 
the detectives, who were trying to 
solve this case. He turned his back 
on them, instead, and yet he had 
the hardihood to appear before the 
chamber of commerce ani lay the 
burden for this ‘murder on the backs 
of the detectives.” 

In referring to the Cone Drug 
Store case, Judge Hines said tliat 
Mr. Boykin had, suppressei the real 
truth, which he devlared is often 
as bad as telling a direct untruth. 

Ewing’s Connection. 

Speaking of Joe Ewing's connec- 
tion with this case, Ac.sail: “Joe 
ig one of the many features 2f this 
investigation.

Reviews Cases. 


Mr. Black then reviewed the Page 
and Pafford case; the ior case;

solicitor had had nothing to do with 
the work of the police or detectives 
in these cases. He told also of Mrs. 
Farrell, who broke her hip in try- 
ing to escape after shop-lifting, be- 
ing brought into court on a stretch- 
er and fined by Judge Ben Hill, “who 
is opposed to the fee system.” The 
ease of Fisher, the man against 
whom E. H. Cone brought charges, 
was reviewed, showing that the men 
arrested had been turned loose 
against the wishes of Mr. Cone, who 
was completing the case against the 
men who had been arrested with 
gambling paraphernalia. 

“Throughout this whole thing,” 
said Mr. Black, “we find the trail of 
one man. Al Martin describes him 
as a fascinating fellow. In this case 
you find that it was Floyd Wood- 
ward, who hurried to police station 
to get this bunco paraphernalia, so 
his men would not be caught.with 
the tools of their trade. 


Had Influence. 


“and he had influence enough to

I 
want to revert for a second to the 
situation at 123 Martin street, where 
there were some decent negroes. 

He declared that when a good ne- 
gro went to the police for protection, 
Stance of the whisky - situation 
pointe out by Mr. Black was the 
“chicken house” on Mitchell street.

Mr. Black then showed that even 
if the testimony of Harry Smith and 
Finch did conflict, there was enough 
testimony parallel to show the la- 
mentable situation which existed. 
The youth of Atlanta should have 
been protected against that, if fed- 
— troops had to be called out, he 
said. 

“Ther are some special features 
in the case, of which I am not the 
architect, that I wish were not in 
it, for I don’t wish to hurt any 
body, said Mr. Black, before taking 
up the charges against Detectives 
Payne and est. He said there 
term of service save them the right 
to evry consideration. Then review- 
ed the testimony of the negroes, 
chiefly that of Nat McWhorter, who 
confessed to lying in his first ap- 
pearance on the stand. 

“There’s not a man within the 
sound of my voice ‘who does not 
know that Nat McWhorter has been 
selling liquor for two years.

“Every standard has been stabil- 
ized. except the standard of pur- 
chasing power,” says a preliminary 
statement from the organization 
committee. “During and since the 
war the dollar has danced so wiidly 
uphill and down that business men, 
housewives and statesmen are all 
aroused about the why of it and 
how to stop it. We all want a dollar 
which will buy a dollar’s worth of 
the necessaries of Jife at all times. 
We want a stable purchasing unit. 
The stable money league is the fi¥st 
organized attempt to define and se- 
cure such a unit.”

CURVE DISCOVERED 
BY BALY IS WRONG, 
CLAIM OF SCIENCE 


Cambridge, Mass., May 23.— 
Baly’s curve is inaccurate. To the 
layman, this may suggest a ball 
game, but to chemists, physicians 
and oxygen manufacturers the news 
is likely to prove startling. It is 
vouched for by the Harvard en- 
gineering school. 

Baly, not a baseball pitcher, but 
an English physicist, twenty years 
ago, measure the temperatures at 
which various mixtures of oxygen 
and nitrogen begin to liquify and 
to the extent which the liquid form- 
ed is richer in oxygen than the 
original gaseous mixture. This 
measurement, known as _ Baly’s 
curve, has been accepted as a state- 
ment of fundamental law. Professcr 
Harvey N. Davis, of the engineering 
school, announced yesterday that re- 
cent experiments had resulted in the 
discovery that the curve is wrong. 

. K. Dunbar, a member of the 
research group in cryogenic en- 
gineering at the school, made the 
discovery while doing some work in 
helium in behalf of the government.

On the part of the administra- 
tion, Mr. Harding promised that 
government interference with busi- 
ness wiil be reduced.to a minimum 
while government co-operation with 
all properly conducted businesses 
would be expanded and broadened. 
He declared his purpose to reverse 


the tendency in some quarters “to 


regard business as dishonest until 
it should prove itself honest. and 
to regard bigness in buiness as a 
crime.” 

Emphasizing the fundamental! im- 
portance of agriaulture, the presi- 
dent asserted that the farmer was 
entitled to “all the help the govern- 
ment can give him without injustice 
to others.” For the wage earner he 
asked sufficient compensation for 


ycomfort, education and a margin of 


savings, while for every other ele- 
ment in industry he urged a fair 
opportunity to do its part in the 
reconstruction task. 

Mr. Harding also suggested that 
the nation’s loans to the allies be 
put into a more tangible form, that 
facilities of exchange be bettered, 
and that in all the financial poli- 
cies of the reconstruction period 
be so formulated as to protect the 
gold standard. 

“Assuming that these things may 
be laid Gown as fundamentals,” he 
said, “it is for all of us to get back 
to work. We must have confidence 
that things will come right. We 
have dealt with the greatest prob- 
lem that humanity ever confronted 
in carrying on the war. We will 
have no problem hereafter greater 
Or more difficult than that was. 
Therefore we are entitled to every 
confidence that we will cope suc- 
cessfully with the problems that yet 
lie ahead of us.” 

Speaking at the luncheon of the 
Academy of Political Science, the 
president said in part: 


Part of Address. 


“Everywhere we turn, we note 
that government has in recent 
time assumed a more complex 
relationship to the public than 
it ever sustained before. The 
mobilization of man-power, in- 
dustrial forces and financial re- 
sources, which was made nec- 
essary in the war’s exigencies, 
published through the exertion 
of the utmost powers of govern- 
ment. Those powers were ex- 
erted to the extreme limit and 
Sstupendously important results 
were attained. As a result of 
that demonstration of govern- 
ment’s capacity to force great 
results in emergencies, there has 
grown up a school of thought 
which assumes that even in time 
of peace the same autocratic au- 
thority might well be exercised 
in the general interest. Many 
men thoughtlessly urge that 
‘governments took over the 
control, even the conduct, of 
many industries and facilities 
during the war; there followed 
a great increase In Wages, a 
vast expansion of business ac- 
tivity; therefore, why not as- 
sume that continuance of the 
same liberality in compensation 
and profits; the same intense 
business activity?’ 

“Those who look below the 
surface know that the things 
which governments accomplish- 
ed during the war, were accom- 
plished at a staggering cost; a 
cost which society could not 
bear for long; a cost that has 
left society burdened with debts 
which mortgage generations of 
the future. They know that the 
feverish seeming of prosperity 
was not genuine, but was pos- 
sible only because society was 
literally burning up its stocks 
of capital; and that this de- 
struction of capital was respon- 
sible for the reaction and re- 
pression which are now felt uni- 
versally. In this process the 
burdens of government were im- 
mensely increased, and it is for 
us now to find means of light- 
ening those burdens. 

Under Obligations. 

“Government, to a greater ex- 
tent now than ever before, is 
under obligation to give the 
greatest service for the lowest 
possible cost. *° °° ® 

“To bring economy and effi- 
ciency into government is a 
task second to none in difficul- 
ty. Few people, in or out of 
the government, have any con- 
ception of the growth of gov- 
ernment business in the last dec- 
ades before the world war; still 
fewer at all realize the pace to 
which that growth has been 
speeded up since the war start- 
ed. 
“Fortunately, the prospect is 
not so hopeless as might ap- 
pear, because the present organ- 
ization is so bad that the insist- 
ent application of a few estab- 
lished principles of sound busi- 
ness organization will result in 
immediate economies and pro- 
vide a margin of available 
means to meet new demands. 
The party in power is pledged 
to economy and efficiency, and 
you may be assured that every 
energy is being directed to re- 
deem that pledge to the last de- 
gree and with all promptness. 

“At the beginning of his ad- 
ministration, President Taft se- 
cured from congress the estab- 
lishment of an economy and ef- 
ficiency commission. It made a 
comprehensive survey of activ- 
ities, organization and person- 
nel of the whole government es- 
tablishment. A representative of 
the exuctive will serve with this 
committee so that there is now 
in progress a thorough study of 
the whole problem. The task 
will require some time, and ul- 
timate results must await it. 

Budget System. 

“But meanwhile, we shall, I 
trust, have a budget system in 
operation under the law, before 
the opening of” the new fiscal 
year.

There must be utter sac- 
rifice of all sympathy for the 
place-holders whose real reason 
for keeping his position is that 
he wants the salary. The men 
who conscientiously and intel- 
ligently do this work must not 
expect to popularize themselves 
with the office-holders or with 
the liberal spenders. Even the 
administration which devotes it- 
self relentlessly to such work 
must understand that it will lose 
a good deal of immediately loy- 
alty on the part of a certain 
class of politicians, which will 
not be compensated to it at once 
in the appreciation of the pub- 
lic: for the public will not have 
the deep, immediate interest, or 
the active concern, which will 
animate the person who finds 
himself bei pried loose from 
the purse sfrings. 

“Nevertheless, thankless and 
ungracious as the task will be 
for most of those who devote 
their ‘efforts to it, it must and 
will be attacked, it is being at- 
tacked, with all determination. 
We shall need the full support 
of enlightened public dpinion, 
and, realizing this, I am glad 
that such bodies as the Academy 
of Political Science, the United 
States chamber of commerce, the 
engineering societies and busi- 
ness organizations generally are 
studying and discussing these 
questions. Out of such coun- 
sels will come truer appreciation 
of the difficulties and magnitude 
of government business, a lar- 
ger sense of public responsibil- 
ity and a highly desirable co- 
operation between public and 
private buginess for the common 
good.”’

First, the California land and Jap- 
anese immigration question. 

Second, the question of when and 
under what conditions Japan is to 
return Shantung to hina. 

Third, the question of when and 
under what conditions Japan is to 
withdraw her troops from Siberia. 

Fourth, the broad question of the 
open door in the Far East.

OBREGONEXPECTED 
TO REJECT OFFER

Washington, May 23. — President 
Obregon, of Mexico, will decline to 
“sign on the dotted line” any guar- 
antee for the price, of American 
recognition, in the opinion of Man- 
uel Tellez, charge d’ affairs of the 
Mexican embassy here. 

“I expect President Obregon to} 
refuse to sign a protocol, if sub- 
mitted to him by the United States 
for two principal reasons,” said 
Tellez, in commenting on the memo- 
randum prepared at the state de- 
partment for presentation to Obre- 
gon, by George H. Summerlin, Amer- 
ican charge in Mexico City. Sum- 
merlin wae expected to leave New 
York Monday night, on his return 
to Mexico. 

“Firstly,” Tellez continued, in an 
exclusive interview, “to demand 
that Obregon eign such a document 
would be contrary to all principles 
of international law. Mexico is a 
legally constituated state with a 
legal government. Treaties may be 
required of the United States, prior 
to recognition, but they are not 
required of new governments.

such a demand would be interpre- 
ted in Mexico as a marked conces-

AO -The south recalls with a peculiar 


sense of gratitude the fact that 
while Taft was president he ele- 
yated Mr. Justice White to the

istration and Judge White was a 


democrat and a Confederate vet- 


eran. Also, that President Taft ap- 


‘pointed Judge Lurton, of Tennes- 


see, a democrat and a Confederate 
soldier, to the supreme court 


- ‘bench, following that with the ap- 


pointment of Judge Joseph R. La- 


mar, a Georgia democrat. 

Every one of these made a no- 
table record on the bench. 

But the fact remains that each 
of them was appointed by Mr. Taft 
as a Tepudlican president, and the 
south has not forgotten and will 
never forget the broad spirit of pa- 


triotism that prompted it. 


And if Mr. Taft should now be 
appointed to succeed the late chief 
justice the announcement of his 
appointment would be received by 
no section with more general ap- 
proval than in the south. 

Everything tends to make this a 
peculiarly fitting appointment. 

Mr. Taft, physically, is strong 
and vigorous. Since his retinement 
from the presidency he has kept 
his mind in contact with the cur- 
rent affairs of the nation, and in 
close touch with the law through 
his lectures in the Yale law school. 

Prior to his occupancy of the 
white house he served with dis- 
tinction on the federal circuit 
court bench. He is of a judicial 
temperament, and his whole life's 
training has been along that line. 

Many of the most prominent 
democrats in the south urged 
President Wilson to appoint him to 
fill one of the several vacancies 
that occurred on the supreme court 
bench during the Wilson adminis- 
tration. 

That would have been a most ap- 
propriate thing for a democratic 
president to have done, just as it 
would now be the logical and ap- 
propriate thing for President Har- 
ding to do. 

The president could make no 
more nearly ideal appointment, 
and Judge Taft is the one man 
whose appointment almost every- 
body would approve.

THE GRADY MEMORIAL. 
It is fitting that simplicity and 


‘informality characterize the plans 
‘for the Henry Grady memorial ob- 


servance today by the people of 


the city in which Mr. Grady labor- 


ed and which he loved, since they 
were among the outstanding char- 
acteristics, of the man in honor of 
whose memory the memorial cele- 
bration is to be held. 

So the program for this occasion 
is to be marked by an utter ab- 
sense of ostentation or outward 
display, notwithstanding its broad 
significance or the fact that many 
states in various parts of the coun- 
try are to be represented and that 
men of nation-wide prominence are 
to participate in it. 

It is to be an occasion for the 
outpouring and expression of. the 
tender love for Mr. Grady and of 
high respect for his memory that 
is felt by the present generation 
and that has been brought down 
by the generation that knew him 
by personal contact and associa- 
tion. 

While in his lifetime, Henry W. 
Grady was known and respected 
and held in high esteem from coast 
to coast, and his work and influ- 
ence were national in scope, still 
he was more beloved, and his 
memory is more deeply revered by 
the people of Atlanta than any- 
where else, because they were 
in more intimate touch with the 
noble qualities of Henry Grady 
the man, and because he so emi- 
nently typified the noblest and 
best ideals of southern manhood. 


FOREST PROTECTION. 


This is “Forest Protection 
Week,” officially so designated by 
the president of the United States, 
and, at his request, by each of the 
forty-eight state governors; and 
the spirit responsible for and back 
of it is most commendeble. 

In an essential sense the idea 
anderlying the motive for “Forest 


Protection Week” is to arrest the 
fearful annual wastage of Ameri- 
can forests by fires, the vast ma- 
jority of which are preventable and 
most of them due to gross care- 
lessness. 

The whole substance of the idea 
was expressed in the proclamation 
by Governor Dorsey calling for 
the observance of the week in 
Georgia, in pursuance of the re- 
quest embodied in a similar: proc- 
lamation by the president applying 
to the whole country, that each 
governor admonish all citizens of 
his state— 


“To plan for the week such. edu- 
cational and instructive exercises as 
shall bring before the people the 
serious effects of the present un- 
necessary waste by forest fires and 
the need of combined effort in con- 
serving the natural resources of 
America.” 


The people of Georgia are, ac- 

cordingly, asked by Governor Dor- 
sey to exercise the utmost care and 
vigilance in— 
“preventing forest fires, which, ac- 
cording to estimates made, amount 
to 32,000 yearly, and which for the 
last five years have devastated an 
area larger than the New England 
states.” 


Such admonition is peculiarly 
appropriate just at this time, at 
the beginning of the season of hot 
weather and scarcity of rainfall; 
and‘ it should be given particular 
consideration by campers, and es- 
pecially by those addicted to the 
habit of smoking. 

Discussing the astounding an- 
nual destruction of forests by 
careless smokers, a citizen of Bos- 
ton, in a recent letter to the editor 
of The Springfield (Mass.) Union 
said: 

“Forest Protection Week. (May 
22-28), proclaimed by President Har- 
ding, offersan excellent opportunity 
to bring this matter forcibly before 
the people of the country. The indi- 
vidual should be shown his personal 
responsibility in preventing fires. 
Since statistics show that the pleas- 
ure seeker causes one-eighth of the 
forest firés, and that the careless 
smoker .._ the chief factor in start- 
ing those fires, his attention should 
be called to that fact.” 

This argument applies as well 
to the vast forested areas of Geor- 
gia as to those of any other state; 
and if the designation and observ- 
ance of “Forest Protection Week” 
serve to make our citizens more 
thoughtful and less careless in the 
matter of giving origin to what 
might develop into great and de- 
structive forest fires, the experi- 
ment will have been abundantly 
vindicated.

Not only did I know him in his 
college days, but I was his nearest 
neighbor for years. I was with him 
constantly during his last illness 
and I closed his lips in.,death. He 
was a wonderful individual, with a 
noble mind, a distinguished per- 
sonality, and a great loving heart, 
which easily eclipsed all his other 
gifts. He loved his friends. He 
loved hie county, his state. Poli- 
ticians were after him incessantly 
for office, and it is interesting to 
recalled invitations, the pygmies he 
set on Alps. 

I was always after him with 


schemes for some project to ad- 
vances. I remember when they 
bought our organ for the old Firet 
Methodist church. They didn’t 
have the money, and it was a big 
thin for that day. Among the 
members was a lawyer named 
Rheinhart, a prominent man. My 
interest in music was so great that 


tle boost when I could, and I used 
to talk to him about it whenever 
I could. . He was so in demand that 
I had always to pick my chance to 
get his ear and often would wait 
for him to come out from break- 
fast and start down town so ag to 
give it to him first off the bat.

Among 
the guests was one Charlie Mil- 
ler, editor, I believe, of a Phila- 
delphia paper, a pronounced yan- 
kee who had been a violent sympa- 
thizer of the negro and hater of 
the south and southern people. He 
had left his evening clothes at 
home, not realizing that they were 
worn in this latitude. It was em- 
barassing. In those days of course 
there were fione to be hired. But 
Grady was equal to the occasion. 
He had a butler, Charlie +» Moon, 
black as the ace of epades, to whom 


it was my delight to give it a lit-

a short time ago, he had presented | 
his old dress euit. He borrowed 
this attire for his guest, and when 
Charlie Miller fared forth he was, 
dressed in the Rvery of his chosen 
people, as it were. he host, beam- 
ing with pleasure and. convulsed 
with laughter proceeded to tell ev- 
everybody the situation, except the 
victim himself, who might haye. 
thought southern people exceed- 
ingly hilarious, whatever else they 
might be. 

Our families were extremely in- 
timate, we each had children. It 
was their fashion to walk through 
a dining room, take a look at the 
table, and if it did not suit them, 
go next door. That tickled him im- 
mensely. 

One night about two o’clock the 
door bell rang, and on being an-

d “Brother was sent this paper 
a says for Mrs. Peel to get up 
and read it right now, it has to go 
off in the morning mail.” It was 
the celebrated ‘“‘Reply to Cable.” 

When he had finished his Bos- 
ton speech he sent for me and 
ushering me in to the little alcove 
that adjoined his study said, put- 
ting it into my hand, “there, read 
that, closing the portiere. In a 
few minutes he peeped in, and see- 
ing me in tears over the beautiful 
tribute to his mother, he screamed 
with laughter and cut up Hke a 
boy, saying “I’ve got her crying, 
it’s all right.” a 

Came Home Very Sick. 

When he came home he was a 
very sick man. One day Mrs. Grady 
called to me to come over and 


read some to Henry. She thought 
it might cheer him up. I told a 
lot of foolish jokes and tales but 
met with. no response. While he 
was away in Boston there had been 
a grand memorial service to Jeffer- 
son Davis and many uncommonly 
fine addresses had been delivered. 
He was very much interested and 
brightened up at once. He wanted 
to hear all about it. 


I read to him the superb oration 
of Bishop Haygood, and he wept 
softly. Then I told him what splen- 


did words all the boys had spoken 
and he brightened up a little more 
and said, “who beat?” and I said 
Albert Cox. And he said “did he 
beat Van Epps?” and I said’ “Yes, 
he beat everything.” He repeated 
after me the Bishop’s closing words 
“And the little children cried in 
the streets.” He soon lapsed into 
unconsciousness, and the bright 
spirit that we all so loved, had 
gone from us forever. 

For hours during that last hope- 
less waiting the lawn was filled 
a silent crowd pressing ever nearer 


to doors and windows in packed 
formation waiting for one word of 
hope when there was no hope. The 
high and the lowly were all there 
with tear-stained faces turned in 
agonized appeal toward the cham- 
ber where he lay. And as I looked 
out on the never to be forgotten 
scene, I thought of the last words 
which had been read to him on 
earth “And the little children criea 
in the streets.

HARD, SOFT AND MEDIUM CORNS 

The skin is constantly renewed 
by the multiplication of cells in its 
deeper layer and the shedding of 
cells on the surface—the new cells 
pushing the older ones off. If pres- 
sure is exerted against a given spot 
on the skin, the old, dried out cells 
are prevented from escaping ahead 
of the new, youmg ones and crowded 
back in a compact mass. The cells 
Pile up and spread out under the 
point of pressure, producing a sort 
of miniature epithelial volcano top- 
side down. That is a corn, 

If the pressure is made by the 
shoe, it is a hard corn. If the pres- 
sure is made by an adjoining toe, 
it is a soft corn. The only differ- 
ence is that the eoft corn is kept 
moist, 

If the pressure is not constant, 
as om the goles in walking, a cal- 
lous is produced. 

Short shoes with narrow toes 
cause most of the corns in our best 
fami ; ' 

The human hoof is a lot wider 
than amy fashionable shoemaker 
cares to admit. Measume your own 
with your weight on the foot and 
see how much narrower yeur shoes 
are. 

People confined to bed for a pe- 
riod of many weeks always get rid 
of their corns. 

Remove the pressure from the 
corn if you hope to cure the corn. 
A felt ring may do this, but a shoe 
ot enough for the foot is essen- 
tial. ' 


To remove a corn, first soften it 


by soaking the foot in very hot 
water for twenty minutes, then 
drying, and applying five grains of 
salicylic acid dissolved in half an 
ounce of flexible collodion, painted 
on the c-rn only. This softens the 
corn eo that it may be picked off. 
If mecessary, repeat the treatment 
daily—no harm in a hot foot bath 
every night—untii the last vestige 
of the corn is removed. Then all 
you have to do is avoid pressure on 
the spot to prevent recurrence. 

Broad-toed shoes are essential for 
the cure of soft corns. , 


Never cut a corn or a callous with- 
out first washing your hands thor- 
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oughiy, botling or thoroughly waeh- 
ing the razor with hot soapy water

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PROPE BY VALENTING 
CLEARS HAL STANLEY 


Following an attack made on Hal 
M. Stanley, commissioner of com- 
merce and labor, during the recent 
convention of the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Labor in Atlan to the ef- 
fect that women and children were 
being worked overtime in Columbus 
mills in violation of state laws, 
John G. Valentino, president of the 
organization, anpounced Monday 
night that he had made a full in- 
vestigation of the piegations and 
had found them unfounded. 

a result of these findings, 
which have been presented to the 
executive committee of the federa- 
tion, the executive will make no re- 
quest of Governor-elect Tuomas W. 
Hardwick that the commissioner be 
impeached and removed from office 
~ 3 not fulfisling the duties of his 
ce, 

President ValeAtino, who will be 
one of Chatham county's represent- 
atives in the house this summer, 
|also- announced that the executive 
committee had formulated its plans 
for the coming session. The pro- 
posed anti-injunction law will be 
the chief legislation sought by the 
federation this year, he declared, 
and, if necessary, all other pro- 
posed measures advocated by the 
organization will be dropped in or- 
der to unite on the preferential 
measure. 5 

“After E. G. Callaghan had made 
his charges against Mr. Stanley 
during our convention, I was dele- 
gated to go to Columbus to make 
an investigation,” said Mr. Valen- 
tino. “If they were ‘found to be 
true, 1 was to request Governor- 
elect Hardwick to have the secre- 
tary removed.” 

“I spent several days in Columbus 
making an investigation, and could 
find no evidence to substantiate the 
allegations. Some of the women 
may have been worked over the 60- 
hour per week limit, but under the 

resent law, when time is lost dur- 
ng one week it may be made up the 
following weeks by the employees. 

“Therefore, it is posgible that 
those working over time one week 
were merely making up lost time. 
I found no foundation to substan- 
tiate the charges and will make 
no request or report to*the gov- 
ernor,” he continued. 

“In regard to the legislation: we 
intend to pash during the coming 
season, the anti-injuction law will 
receive our full support. This pro- 
posed measure is designed to pre- 
vent injunctions being isgued 
against strikes as the result of some 
individual’s unlawful act. Such a 
striker on violating the law would 
answer individually to the court, 
and not the enire organization. 

It is intended to put in effect in 
as the federal measure, preventing 
the use of injunction proceedings 
in labor disputes.

In introducing the communication, 
Dr. Daniels look occasion to refer to 
the Dixie Defense league, declaring 
that “f the fair name of Georgia 
is in the hands of such men as Ca- 
leb Ridley, then God help Georgia.” 

The text of the letter, as adopted 
by the conference, and forwarded 
to the governor's office, follows: 

ext of Letter. 

The Atlanta Baptist Ministers’ conference 
wish to express to you their appreciation of 
your timely appeal to the people of Georgia 
for a clear understanding and a quickened 
conscience in regard to our inter-racial con- 
ditions, to say nothing of the many individ- 
ual cases of injustice. 

The report of 415 lynchings of ne 8, 
besides others in our state, during the past 
thirty-five years, without a conviction of a 
single participant in all these law-defying 
mobs, is a dreadful stain upon our common- 
wealth. 

We profoundly sympathize with the good 
citizens of every community where such 
outrages have occurred. and feel that the 
whole body politic suffers with them. 

Indifference to such conditions, to say 
nothing of apology for the same, makes an 
individual, a conimunity, a state, in a very 
real sense, partakers of the crime. 

We are meppy in the belief that the great 
majority of the people of Géorgia are true 
to the ideals of constituted authority and 
social justice and will rally with courage 
and promptness against the sordid and sin- 
ister forces that would destroy them. 

Publicity js the most effective weapon 
for the prevention and cure of such crimes. 
We believe that by your action you have 
rendered distinguished service in vindicating 
the fair name of the atate of Georgia from 
the opprobrium which these lawless elements 
have thrust upon it. 

As citizens and ministers, wish to 
assure you of our hearty indorsement of 
what you have done, and to pledge our best 
efforts in the promotion of justice and good 
will among our people.

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PEONAGE CHARGES 


Dorsey to Submit Booklet 
to Legislature in Making 
Recommendations for 
Improving Conditions. 


Governor Hugh M. Dorsey will 
submit his charges of mistreatment 
of the negro in Georgia to the gen- 
eral assembly this summer in recom- 
mending the establishment of @& 
state constabulary, and In asking 
that additional power be given the 
chief executive in dealing with 
racial disturbances. 

This anticipated move of the gov- 
ernor, following close on the an- 
nouncement of several legislators 
that an official investigation of the 
allegations will be asked, came from 
an unofficial but well-founded 
source Monday night. In order tor 
the chief executive to show cause 
why his recommendations should be 
enacted, it was pointed out, it will 
be necessary that the booklet, “The 
Negro in Georgia,” and the evidence 
be submitted to the proper commit- 
tees of the house and senate. 

When Governor Dorsey was asked 
about the reported step, he made no 
comment other than to refer to his 
recommendation of the enactment 
of the following laws relating to 
improving racial relations in the 
state, and to say he did not care to 
discuss his plans at present. 

Dorsey's Recommendations. 

Establishing a state comstabulary 
under proper safeguards of author- 
izing the governor, upon his own 
motion, to send members of such 
force into any county of the state 
to quell disorder or to protect the 
life and property of any citizen. 

Imposing a fN.ancial penalty upon 
any county in which a lynching may 
occur. 

Authorizing the governor of the 
state to appoint at any time any 
three judges of the superior court to 
act as a commission to investigate 
any lynching occurring in any couné * 
ty of the state, and empowering the 
fZovernor to remove from office any 
public official found by such com- 
mission to have failed to enforce or 
uphold the law. 

Giving the governor the discretion 
and power in any case of mob vio- 
lence or lynching to authorize and 
direct any judge of the superior 
court to draw grand and petit juries 
from the state at large for the con- 
sideration and trial of such cases, 
and authorize the governor to desig- 
nate the place at which the trial or 
trials shall be held. 

Evidence Trustworthy. 

In replies to attacks made on him 
for issuing the booklet, the chief ex- 
ecutive has declared that his evie-e 
Gence supporting the cases came 
from letters from responsible pere 
sons and an authorized investigator. 
He informed his critics that this ¢ 
mass of material was open to any- 
one caring to investigate the veraci-- 
ty of the allegations. 

Since he has refused to make pub- 
lic the names of the counties and 
individuals mentioned in the 135 
cases, it is believed that when the 
governor submits hig booklet and 
the evidence to the general assem- 
bly he will do so with ,the specific 
understanding that the matter will 
be referred to the proper committees 
for investigation tn regard to the 
importance of passing legislation te 
include his recommendations. 

During the past few days the ex- 
ecutive department has received a 
large number of communications 
commendin the governor for his 
action in publishing the booklet, and 
it is known that when the charges 
are threshed out in the general as- 


sembly he will have a strong fole 
lowing.

Robertson, secretary of the cham- 
ber of commerce, and proceeded im- 
mediately to the Georgian Terrace 
An interesting outline of his know]l- 
edge of Grady was given on the way 
to a Constitution reporter. 

Created a Furore. 

“I was a student at Harvard col- 
lege,” began Mr. O’Brien, “‘when 
Grady startled Boston and all New 
England with his three successive 
addresses—the speech before the 
Merchants’ associationh is talk at 
Plymouth Rock and his address be- 
fore the Bay State club. His speech- 
es created a furore, and people did 
not wait until they had become a 
part of history to begin committing 
them to memory. Their sound logic, 
deep feeling and sheer beauty took 
hold of the people immediately. 

“His Plymouth Rock speech, too, 
I believe, ‘was almost immediately 
responsible for his death. He stood 
there on the old rock itself, his head 
was uncovered, to deliver that fa- 
mous speech. The winds that beat 
on that storied ‘rock-bound coast’ 
must have been too much of a 
change from his mild Georgia cli- 
mate. . 

“When, a short while later, the 
news reached us that he wag ill, 
and still a shorter while later, that 
he was dead, our grief was unspeak- 
able.

I was recalling then, as I have constant- 
ly done, the marvelous power of Henry W. 
Grady’s pen and personality, when day after 
day, he converted the people of Atlanta, 


and, indeed, of all Georgia, to an enthusi- 
astic, creative, constructive work for the 


upbuilding of the resources of the state and 
the advancement of everything which look-

ed to the welfare of Atlanta. A marvelous 
pen and a marvelous voice, backed by su- 
perb power, made Grady one of the great 
outstanding figures of modern times. 


Many Have Passed Away. 


A large proportion of the men of Grady’s 
generation have passed away, and there 
are many in Atlanta and elsewhere who do 
not comprehend the tremendous power which 
Grady threw into every plan that he un- 
dertook for creating the irit of optimism 
and of ‘‘doing things.’’ t would be well 
if the wonderful messages of enthusiasm and 
cheer and the call to duty which day after 
day he penned, with an eloquence as great 
as that which poured forth from him as 
he stood on the platform, could be read and 
reread by the people of Atlanta, and espe- 
cially by boys and girls and the young- 
er men upon whom the future of Atlanta 
must depend. It is impossible without 
having lived in touch with Grady’s work, to 
understand the power which he asserted for 
the creation of: the Atlanta spirit, causing 
the Atlanta people to feel that whatever 
concerned the welfare of the city concerned 
every individual in it. 

If once again there can be born in the 
south, and especially in the newspaper of- 
fice in this section, the spirit—the creative, 
the initiative, the all-conquering spirit.—of 
Henry W. Grady, who was never affrighted 
by difficulties, but only stimulated to lar- 
ger activities the greater and difficuity 
| which he faced, there would come a quick- 
ening of the life blood of the south; a new 
and higher life would be born; and an en- 

thusiasm which counts not personal sacrifice 

in building up city, and county and state 
and nation, would bring this section that 
abounding spirit of optimasm which ruled the 
south thirty or forty years ago to a larger 
extent, I am sorry to say, than the spirit 
of the south of today. Creative, construc- 
tive work, and an optimism which knew. no 
fear, was then the universal order of the 
day, and the voice of Grady was heard, 
and his influence felt in every part of the 
south, and in his later years in every part 
of the country. 

Does Well to Honor Grady. 

Atlanta does well, therefore, to honor 
Grady, and in honoring Grady other people 
should seek to inspire young and old, men 
and women alike, white and black. with 
the spirit which made Grady great and 
which enabled him to help to make Atlanta 


and the south great.

Pastor Friend of Actors No 
Matter What Others Say 
About Them.

New York, May 23.—No matter 
what accusations other preachers 
may make against actors, the Little 
Church Around the Corner remains 
their church—the pastor, the Rev. 
George Houghton, their friend, just 
as his uncle, the previous pastor, 
was, thirty years ago, when Joseph 
Jefferson went trudging from 
church to church to find someone 
willing to bury his friend, George 
Holland. 

Dr. George Clarke Houghton is 
celebrating the seventhy-fifth anni- 
versary of the founding of the Lit- 


tle Church Around the Corner, the 
twenty-fourth anniversary of his 


pastorate and the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of his ordination as an Episco- 
pal minister, all at once. The im- 
pulsive manner in which his uncle 
invited Joseph Jefferson to bring 
George Holland there for burial 
service so long ago made the 
Church of the Transfiguration fam- 
ous all over the country as the 
Little Church Around the Corner. 
But the irony of that name had been 
forgotten until the anniversary ex- 
ercises recalled the circumstances 
under which it was given to -the 
little brick, ivy-grown chruch in a 
setting of green, in the shadows of 
the tall buildings. 
How Church Got Name. 

The Rey. Dr. Sabine, pastor of a 
fashionable church, was engaged at 
that time in a crusade against the 
stage and actors. Joseph Jeffer- 
son had not heard of it when he 
happened into the pastor’s study and 
asked him to conduct the funeral of 


Holland, an English actor, who had} 


just died. Dr. Sabine refused to 
bury an actor, but said Jefferson 
might try at that “Little Church 
Around the Corner.” The elder Dr. 
Houghton, then pastor of the Trans- 
figuration, put on his hat and went 
right up with Jefferson to console 
yeorge Holland's widow and the de- 
scendants of the Ho:lands to this 
day take their babies to the Little 
Church Around the Corner to be 
baptized. They marry there and 
they'll be buried from there. 

As the anniversary celebrations 
impended last week, Dr. John Roach 
Straton, pastor of the fashionable 
Calvary Baptist church, was de- 
nouncing actors and actresses. 

Scores Critics. 

“I don’t see how a man can criti- 
cize people he doesn’t know, in any 
Christ-like spirit,” said Dr. George 
Clarke Houghton, an old man now 
and unable to walk without assist- 
ance. “And I have known so many 
actors and actresses us fine ladies 
and gentlemen that 1 can’t believe 
that any man who condemns them 
all really knows them. Fora long 
time I attended the meeting of the 
Players’ club and many times I have 
been the guest of the Lambs’ club, 
and I have found that the genera) 
influence of the actor’s work is up- 
lifting, not degrading. 

“But even the little girls who 
dance in musical shows are not to 
be condemned by any man because 
they wear short costumes. I have 
had young stage girls come to me 
for advice and I*know them to be 
respectable. Perhaps some of the 
Producers are to be blamed for im- 
moral] suggestions on the stage. I 
can’t criticize musical comedies of 
today because I have not been to a 
theater for some years. But as to 
the actors, themselves, I know of 
no better class of people.” 

The Little Church Around the 
Corner is not a theatrical parish. 
Most of the communicants are in 
other professions. But when the 
leading actors of Breadway took

Having headed the Associated 
Press for twenty-eight years as gen- 
eral manager, Melville E. Stone 
comes to Atlanta for the Henry W. 
Grady exercises in the capacity of 
counsellor of that great organiza- 
tion. For a'‘though he, at the age 
of 73, resigned as its executive bead, 
they refused to part with him. 

He knew Henry W. Grady and 
talks entertainingly of the Georgia 
Statesman and his ideals. Ile ar- 
rived in Atlanta Monday and Is the 
gueS® of Clark Howell, editor of 
The Connstitution, a director of the 
Associated Press, and for a num- 
ber of years Mr. Stone’s close per- 
sonal friend. 

“I esteem it a great privilege to 
be able to join with Atlanta in this 
i tribute to Henry Grady,” he said 
‘I made his acquaintance 
in Atlanta in the spring of 1873. He 
was then engaged with St. Clair 
Abrams and Lob Alston in the pub- 
lication of a daily paper, The At- 
lanta Herald. I think it was a short- 
lived venture. 

Young Men Together. 


“We four were young newspaper 
men then. And it so happened that 
we often met and oompared notes. 
The world was opening before us 
and we all hoped to do a real sery- 
ice in our chosen vocation. Where- 
fore we talked earnestly of the op- 
portunities and the associated re- 
sponsibilities of American journal- 
ism. I cannot help thinking that we 
all learned something from these 
conferences. I am sure that I prof- 
ited greatly by them. We set up 
standards of conduct that seemed 
to me worthy, and they seem sop still. 
We agreed that there was some- 
thing better fn journalism than pan- 
dering, than creating 


merely to sell papers. Nor did we 
think that freak typography made 
news, 

“There was a nobility about Hen- 
ry Grady that was infectious. It 
was a quiet. nobility. There was 
nothing bizarre about him. In that 
early day I saw nothing of the ora- 
tor. Nor, indeed, did he impress me 
as one who was to become, as an 
editorial writer, a great rhetorician. 

was chiefly impressed with his 
sincerity, his saving grace of com- 
mon sense, and his exalted moral 
tone. We had a common bond in 
that he was a Methodist and I was 
the son of a Methodist minister. I 
had come to the south to write let- 
ters in defense of carpet-bag rule. 
A few months of investigation 
changed my point of view. 


Aftermath Worse Than War. 

“In 1873 the war was not over,” 
continued Mr. Stone, striking a phil- 
Osophical tone in his talk. “As a 


rule a war is not over when the last 
shot is fired. The aftermath is gen- 
erally worse than the war itself. 
The worst things Germany gid were 
not killing millions of th® world’s 
flowering youth; not the murders by 
Zeppelin, submarine and aeroplane. 
The dead, at least, are at peace. The 
worst thing they did was to leave 
us a world in which it is practical- 
ly impossible for the living to live.” 

Here Mr. Stone switched again to 
the greatness of Grady. 

“A mere resolution by the senate 
will not end the war. hat couldn't 
end the civil war. It took the in- 
spiration, or the resulting feeling 
that came from the work of a man 
like Grady. Its public opinion. 

“Armies and navies don’t make 
wars. Armies and navies can't end 
wars. It’s public opinion that must 
end the war that public opinion 
started.’’

Olive Issues Reply 
To Charges Preferred 
By Rev. M. Ashby Jones 


Samuel L. Olive, president of the 
State senate and one of the men 
who have attacked Governor Dorsey 
for his prone ge on peonage condi- 
tions, has sent the following reply 
to The Constitution to charges pre- 
ferred: against him by Dr. M. Ashby 
Jones in thé latter’s “Text and Pre- 
text” column in The Constitution 
of Sunday: 

When Governor Dorsey courteously, but 
¢evasively, replied to my request for specific 
charges and witnesses agairst our state, I 
I had done my duty, and my 
part in the matter was at an end. I have 
refused to speak at meetings called to con- 
sider action against the governor. 

Under the heading, ‘‘Text and Pretext,”’ 
Dr. M. Ashby Jones has attacked me in a 
yituperative manner in a part of his article. 
Five years ago thig gentleman misused his 
pulpit by making a political speech there, 
in the midst of a campaign. He attacked 
the Georgia legislature for passing the Vea- 
zy bill, when that bill was the issue in 
an election. Since that time the doctor 
_— : — _ hat in common. His 
rticle wi e better underst 
light of this statement. a 

Ready te Defend State. 

The doctor says that I am unfit te de- 
fend Georgia. That may’ be all too true, 
but I am none the less willing to try to 
auswer any man who defames Georgia. The 
doctor says that I was ‘‘almost’’ guilty of 
‘wilful misunderstanding’ and ‘distortion 
of the truth’’ when I charged Governor Dor- 
sey with attacking the state of Georgia. 
That part of the doctor’s article wag evi- 
dently written for children to read, since 
no sensible man or woman now seriously 
contends that Georgia is not under fire 
superinduced by the governor's attack. 

e doctor and the governor seem to have 
dropped the original title of the crusade,

dence there was none to give. 

The doctor and the governor seem to have 
abandoned the-charge that negroes are held 
in slavery in Georgia. There never was a 
word of truth in the charge.

The negro is treated and understood bet- 
ter right here in the south than anywhere 
elise in the country. If this is not true, 
why do to many negroes write from the 
north begging money to ‘‘come home?’ I 
tefder as evidence the thousands of homes, 
farms, schools and churches owned by ne- 


groes. 

I tender as evidence the invariable rule 
that the farmer must care for his sick labor, 
even though he knows he is going to lose 
money by go doing. 

I tender as evidence the fact that out of 
a million and a quarter negro population in 
Georgia the alleged maltreatments are few, 
even according to those- wonderful letters. 

Better Chance in South. 

IT tender as evidence that the intelligent 
negro has a better chance in the south than 
anywhere. 

I tender as evidence the fear of the doctor 
and the governor of trying to prove their 
cases by the people who wrote the letters. 

Henry Lincoln Johnson is alleged to have 
stated up north that negroes were lynched 
in Georgia for voting the republican ticket. 
I would not be surprised to learn that this 
falsehood had gained credence there by 
this time. 

Civilization long ago condemned lettres de 
cache, Neither the doctor, nor any great 
power behind him can condemn Georgia by 
them. . The secret letter is not now rec- 
ognized as of probative value anywhere.

Permanent Laws 
On Immigration 
Reported Ready

Washington, May 23.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The funda- 
mental principles upon which per- 
manent immigration legislation will 
be based have been worked out and 
determined upon by congressional 
leaders. That fact became known 
today. 

It may be definitely stated there 
is little likelihood of having an im- 
migration commission created for 
ior the purpose of taking over the 
entire administration of the immi- 
gration laws. Several measures of 
liis character have been proposed, 
one having been introduced by Sen- 
ator Sterling (South Dakota), re- 
publican member of the immigra- 
tion committee. A canvass of the 
situation indicates, however, that 
congress is averse to government by 
commissions, and that it will ‘not 
adopt a scheme of this character. 

Senator Dillingham (Vermont) au- 
thor of the percentage plan on 
which the présent emergency bill 
is framed, believes it will be em- 
bodied in the future immigration 
policy, for one reason because of 
its adapatability to meet conditions 
as they arise. 

It was suggested today that a 
subcommittee might be named to go 
to Europe to study the workings 
there of the emergency law which 
goes into effect June 3, so informa- 
tion may be obtained for use in 
framing the new law. 

The actual writing of the perma- 
nent law probably will not be un- 
dertaken for several months. One 
reason is that the result of the 
emergency measure cannot be dem- 
onstrated before that time. An- 
other reason is QMhat conditions, both 
in this country and abroad, are so 
unsettled politically and economic- 
ally that the problem of handling 
foreign immigration is made up of 
factors entirely uncertain.

Washington, May 23.—After heat- 
ed discussion of the prohibition 


question, during which Commission- 
er Kramer was bitterly. criticised 
and as vigorously defended, the 
house today voted an additional 
$200,000 for enforcement of the Vol- 
stead act until July 1. 

Representative Volstead proposed 
the increase in the total of the de- 
ficiency appropriation bill, which 
the house was considering, to per- 
mit retention on federal pay rolls 
of 700 prohibition agents, who Mr. 
Kramer had announced would be 
dropped for the remainder of the 
fiscal year because of shortage of 
funds. 

The Volstead amendment was 
adopted 77 to 38, less than one- 
fourth of the house membership be- 
ing on the house floor at the time, 
but another vote on the increase 
can be demanded before the bill is 
passed. Even the members who 
favored the amendment, however, 
doubted whether it would afford re- 
lief in time to be of much value, 
inasmuch as the bill after passage 
by the house must go to the senate. 

During the wrangling over the 
question, Chairman.Good, of the ap- 
propriations committee, who opposed 
the Volstead amendment, said Mr. 
Kramer had violated penal provi- 
sions of law by incurring a deficit 
and “had himself liable to jail sen- 
tence.” 

“T want Mr. Kramer to obey the 
law just as much as bootleggrers,” 
de clared, adding that $6,900,000 
already had been appropriated for 
prohibition enforcement during the 
current fiscal year.

Belfast,:May 23.—Ulster, which 
for’ generations has fought home 
rule, plans to institute under-home 
rule that which the south has been 
seeking for centuries, a distinctly 
Irish navy. 

Speaking in the windup of the 
parliamentary election campaign on 
behalf of unionist candidates for 
the northern parliament, Sir James 
Craig, unionist leader, announced 
at a meeting in County Down Mon- 
day that he had made preparations, 
with hopes of.success, for the deliv- 
ery of a British warship to the 
north.
